2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) . 

Claims 1 and 3-4 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 5,626,856. Claims 27 and 41 read 

upon a cosmetic or pharmaceutical composition comprising a carbohydrate and an antimicrobial agent. 


Claims 2 and 5-15 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 5,626,856. US 5,626,856 
teach a delivery system for cosmetic, HBA and topical pharmaceutical products. The delivery system includes a volatile 
cyclosiloxane, a particulate carbohydrate and an oil or glyceride ester. In addition, a number of other components may 
also be added to the delivery system including bioactive agents. 


Claims 1-15 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over JP 04288017 A. JP 04288017 A 
teaches compositions containing chitin oligosaccharides, chitin or its partial decomposite, chitosan oligosaccharide, 
chitosan or its partial decomposite, as active components. The composition is useful for treating acne or pimples. 


Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.
